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1. The indicated allowability of claims 5 and 33 are withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered 35 U.S.C. 101 and 1 12, second paragraph problems. Accordingly, the flnality of the 
previous office action is hereby withdrawn by the examiner. The rejections based on the newly 
discover problem(s) follow. 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

3. Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. 

Claim 33 is directed to "software in machine readable form", which does not fall into any 
category of the statutory subject matter (see Interim Guidelines for Examination of Patent 
Applications for Patent Subject Matter EligibiUty, pages 52-54). The acceptable claim language 
would be, for example, "software encoded in computer readable medium", which must have 
clear support fi-om the original specification disclosure without adding any new matter. 

4. Claims 5, 17-20, 27-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 5, line 2, "said application policy" lacks antecedent basis since the claim 
depends on claim 3 not claim 4. 

In claim 17, line 3, claim 18, line 2, claim 19, line 3, claim 20, line 2, each term of "the or 
each" should be changed to ~ each ~ only. 

In claim 17, line 6, "utilization" should be changed to ~ utilization ~. 

In claim 27, line 9, "optimize" should be changed to ~ optimize ~. 
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In claim 33, line 4, "a said" should be changed to — said ~ only. 

5. Claims 1-4, 6-13, 15, 16, 21-26 are allowed. 

6. Claims 5, 17-20, 27-32 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
